Tbe deal ruction of the vegetable matter

fertility available. 


In the culture of corn, Prof. W. J. Bea) 


states tbat from aetual experiment he finda 
tbe upper ear more valuable tban tbe low- 
er ear for seed, 
la every case wbere 


planted the ears were logger from tbe seed 
of tbe upper ear tban from tbe aeed of the 
tower ear. 


Tbe profit of tbe dairyman cornea wholly 


from bis good cows, and maoy & dairy 
might be reduced one-balf In the number 
of its cows, aod the dairymen make more 
prollt tbaa from tbe original number. 
Dairymen should give c&reful attention to 
their nerds, and eliminate &nca cowe ae do 
not pay lor their keep. 


The uae of coal ashes has not been recom- 


oxftded by agricultural chemists, bur prac- 
tical tests show that they have more vulne 
tbat is popularly supposed, especially on 
heavy soils. Probably as good a use ol 
them as can be mads is to throw in tbe hen 
hpusuor the vault. They will absorb the 
ammonia Instead of liberating it, as is the 
effect of wood aebes. 


Tbe good sleigb.ng in winter should be 


improved to tbe utmost Iq hauling out ma- 
nure, drawing; wood for burning, and get- 
ting a supply of plaster and phosphate 
where either of these will he needed during 
tbe coming season. Ooe of tbe greatest 
mistakes of many farmers is ID leaving 
such jobs until summer, when tbe time of 
men and teams is of more value tban now'. 


A farmer who once secures a supply ot 


ice for summer use will never afterwards 
be without it. 
Ice is indispensable for 


dairies, either for butter or cheese, and is 
valuable In any cellar for keeping fre*h 
meats m warm weather. A good ice bouse 
of moderate size can he built for $30 or 340, 
and tbe interest on the cost,*w)th the trou- 
ble of filling it, aro trifles compared with 
tbe convenience of having ice during the

Tbe annual report ot tbe trustees and 


officers ol the State College of Agriculture 
U published. Tbe sear |iist closed 
characterized as one of earnest purpose, 
bard work and substantial results. A mil- 
itary instructor has been assigned for duty 
at tbe institution, and Gilbert M. Gowell, 
Esq., late President of the Board of Agn- 
rulture. has been engaged as superintend 
ent of the farm. Courses of vice work and 
forge work have been maintained during 
ibe year under great disadvantages for 
want of suitable accommodations, without 
expense to tbe State, except a small snm 
for Instruction. 


During tbe coming year, tbe President 


says, tbe State must provide better accom- 
modations or Ibis work must be given up 
fbe necessities of ihe college for tbe next 
two years are tabulated as lollowai: To pay 
tbe debt Incurred during the p»at two years 
$2000; for instruction, 92,600 per year, 
96,000; to build and equip a shop, 92,800; 
lor gaa apoaratas, £1,000; experiments, 
9250 per year, $000; apparatus for tbe sev 
eral departments, 9600, repairs, 9300, In- 
snraoce. 9600; travt-Illng expense* of trus- 
tees, 9400; total, 913.000. Six thousand 
dollars of ibis sum is to provide for wants 
tbat should bave been provided for years 
ago 


The Institution bas an endowment from 


the National Government of 9132,600, 
yielding an annual revenue of about 97,- 
600. It baa received from tbe Bute 9187, 
218. 
It bas buildings, ground*, library, 


apparatus, farming tools, stock, etc., valu- 
ed at 9145,000. It has required from the 
Stale, In addition lo tbe Income from tbe 
National endowment, less loan 93,600 a 
year for the purposes of Instruction aod 
for all current expenses,and bas graduated 
180 students and given instruction to 201 
other stndenta in special or partial courses 
varying from a single term to three and a 
ball years. The present Iresbmen class 
numbers 18, a number estimated at less 
ibanoue-balf It would have I 
tuition bad been maintained. 


A comparison was made witb sixteen 


other couiges wblcb are distinctly agricul- 
tural, or agricultural and mechanical in 
character, and sbowa tbat tbe average val- 
ue of Ibelr grounds, buildings and appara- 
tus la 9232.904, while the grounds, build- 
logs and apparatus of the Maine State Col 
lege are valued at 9140,000; the avenge of 
tbe productive funds Is $118,743, wblle 
loose of oar own Slate College are 9132,- 
500; tbelr annual Incoae from productive 
funds l« 918,333, wblle onr State College 
receives from a similar sonrce 97,600. Lit- 
tle baa been done during Ibe year toward 
the proposed enlargement of the endow- 
ment fund, and the claims of the college 
opoo tbe State are urged upon the atten- 
tion of tbe members of tbe Legislature.
